On January 20, 1957 the new 
constitution of the state of Jam- 
mu and Kashmir came into force. 
The state thereby becomes a part 
of the Indian Union and the In- 
dian -Government now maintains 
that accession is final. The Secur- 
ity Council takes a different view 
and, by a vote of 10 to 0 (Russia 
abstaining)- has' urged India to 
adhere to the early resolutions 
of the Council, which proposed 
that the Kashmiris themselves 
should decide by a free plebiscite 
whether they wanted to join In- 
dia or Pakistan. India's action 
(and that of the carefully select- 
ed Kashmir Constituent Assem- 
bly) has' aroused a storm of viol- 
ent protest, throughout Pakistan, 
and has brought the disapproval 
of liberal opinion in many parts 
of the world.

He arrang- 
ed for the election of the Consti- 
tuent-Assembly, but there was 
no organized opposition and the 
elections were an -empty formali- 
ty. 

The maharajah, having served 

.his .purpose, was soon deposed 
and it seemed that Sheikh Abdul- 
lah was' in firm control. But his 
mind was tempted by the possibi- 
lity of autonomy for his. state. 
While still holding office^ as Pri- 
me Minister, he was hastily ar- 
rested in 1054 and has since been 
in gaol without . trial or convict- 
ion. His. successor, Bakhshi Ghu- 
lam Mohammad has ruled - with 
the aid of a . vigorous, police force 
and a "peace brigade" of 111* 
repute. No advocacy of. accession 
to Pakistan has been permitted 

Since 1941 
. The United -Nations, has been 
discussing the Issue since. 1048. 

-A series of missions and media- 
tors has been compelled- to re- 
port failure. Both sides agreed 
to a plebiscite but both made a 
series of preliminary -conditions 

. that could not be satisfied. 
Mr. NchnThai urged other na- 
tions to base their authority sole- 
ly on the consent of the govern- 
ed. Yet in Kashmir there can be 
no question that the people have 
not been .allowed a free choice. 
Under India' they will be more 
prosperous and their inclusion 

- may strenghthen the cause of 
secular, democracy within India; 
But the reluctance to permit 
U.N. supervision of free elections 
seems to indicate Indian' suspi- 
' don that many Kashmiris would 
prefer to be poor but united with 
their fellow Muslims. 

In essence the jssue is insola- 
ble. The. Indian leaders have ne- 
ver accepted the theory that to 
be a Muslim means being a mem- 
ber of a district nation. Pakistanis 
must insist that their claim . to 
nationhood be recognized as va- 
lid. The existing state of affairs 
has been produced by force 
and, unless Pakistan feels strong 
enough to risk a general war, no 
change is to be expected.

* NEW DELHI, India, Jan. 15 — 
College students in India's capital 
are a pretty gay bunch who think 
'nothing of smoking, drinking cof- 
fee or. spending an afternoon win- 
dow shopping. Most of them have 
no girl friends, but there are some 
blades' who have been known to 
■ take young ladies walking, or even 

' to the .'movies. '>-•■;

. But this college life is so com- 
fortable and enticing that students 
do not want to leave' school. They, 
think of all kinds of reasons for 
post-graduate studies. And when 
they are forced out into the world, 
-what'most of them want to do is 
to find a nice secure job — with 
the Government, if at all possible. 

. This picture >of Nèw Delhi stu- 
dent life was drawn by à research 
'fellow at the Delhi School of Eco- 
nomics after a study of the likes, 
dislikes, habits and turn of thought 
of sixty-nine post-graduate men 
students- attending Delhi. Univer- 
sity. 

The students came from sixteen 
Indian states, spoke about a dozen 
different languages and were stud- 
ying about a dozen subjects. They 
all .were superior students, and 
thirty-two of them were scholar- 
ship holders. 

Ashish Bose, who did the survey,' 
found that they spent about $56 
a month on tuition, room, food, 
books and entertainment. This 
might not seem a great deal to a 
United States student, but it seem- 
ed shockingly high to Mr. Bose. 
-The Delhi post-graduate students, 
who come from families , in the 
upper income bracket) spend as 
much every month as the average 
Indian' earns In a year.
